Washington, July 5.—(Special.)—The ac- 
tion of the treasury in declining to buy sil- 
ver today at the market price the metal 
brought in New York, on the ground that 
the price is an artificial one, is-bitterly re- 
sented by the silver men here. They see 
jn it anotber link in the chain of the con- 

_gpiracy which encircles the world to destroy 
silver a8 a money metal. 

They admit that under the law the treas- 
ury has the entire month to purchase the 
4.500,000 ounces under the Sherman act. 
The custom has been, however, to buy on 
three days of the week—Monday, Wednes- 
day and Friday. Mr. Carlisle even claims 
to be able to wait until the last day of the 
month to buy the whole supply, but this 
would be running the risk of having the 
market cornered on them. 

There is creat dissatisfaction here over 
the refusal to purchase the silver accord- 
ing to custom. 

Anti-silver men think it possible for the 
silver holders to take advantage of the 
compulsory feature of the law t run up 
the price on the government. This, how- 
ever, is not apt to be attempted, and if it 
were, would probably meet with defeat. 

The Otters of silver. 

Inquiry at the treasury department today 
as to whether the amount of silver offered 
the government was as large now as for- 
merly, developed the fact that for the first 
six months of the current calendar year 
the offers aggregated 02,400,000 ollices, 
while for the same period last year they 
were only 45,550,000, showing an excess 
for the corresponding period of this year of 
6.950.000, which would indicate that the 
production of silver was not falling off in 
the United States. The amount of silver 
bullion imported for the first six months 
of the eurrent calendar year, including 
that in eres, was 8,471,000 ounces, while 
there has been exported 11,968,000. Of 
the amount of silver offered to the govern- 
ment during this period 27,000,000 ounces 
were purchased. 

Wilt Fight the Resolution. 

The proposition which has been talked of 
to adopt a resolution at the extra session 
‘giving the presitent the power to suspeud 
untii aneh a time as he may see fit the pur- 
chase of the silver bullion meets with the 
nov-appreval of the silver men, who say 
they will fight such a proposition as they 
would the repeal of the Sherman law, for 
ther believe that the effect of such a reso- 
lution in the hands of Mr. Cleveland, 
whose views on silver are known, would be 
the same as the repeal.

The Appropriation Bills. 

It has been stated that appropriation bills 
would be taken up by the extra session 
before even the financial question. At the 
treasury department it was learned that the 
request for the various departments to sub- 
mit their estimates for the next fiscal year 
was made before the call of the session. 
It will take three weeks for the treasury 
department to place them in such shape 
that they could be considered by the appro- 
priation committee.

The chief features in the monetary situ- 
ation today, according to several of the 
leading bank presidents, were unrest, a 
lack of confidence and a scarcity of currency.

Late on Monday 
afternoon orders were received by tele- 
graph for large amounts of currency from 
Soston, Baltimore, Philadelphia and Pitts- 

rg. 

A dispatch from Philadelphia today re- 
ports the refusal of a bank in that city 
to pay a check on it fot $150,000 in cash. 
The holder of the check, it is «said, would 
Insist on the check being paid in cash to- 
day. The bank can pay it all in silver dol- 
lars if it eared to do so. 

Banks that Keep Their Gold. 

One of the most influential members of 
the clearing house said this afternoon: 

“It is all nonsense, this talk about actual 
scarcity of currency, but if everybody keeps 
on talking about it there will soon be one. 
The banks have got plenty of cash. but 
hoard their gold. They have got $100,-

of their gold to the subtreasury and get 
currency for it.” 

Several bank officers called at the sub- 
txeasury this afternoon to see what thes 
could get in the way of currency if they 
needed any.

At the subtreasury today it was said there 
bad been no transfer of money to any point 
by telegraph today, but $200,000 in notes 
had been ordered. The scareity of currency 
in the banks, it was said, was known and 
everything had been done by the treasury 
officials that was possible to relieve the 
strain. During the last week no less-than 


$5,000,000 in eurrency had been paid out 


by the subtreasury in this city in exchange 
for large notes, greenbacks, gold certificates, 
The 
banks having checks on the subtreasury had 
presented them direct instead of through 
the clearifig house and had received the cash 
for them. The subtreasury in this city has 
at present only $15,000,000 of currency on 
hand, but it can.draw for two or three mill- 
rons more from Washington, if occasion re- 
quires. 

The clearing house issned loan certifi- 
cates amounting to $5,000,000 today, thus 
$22,115,000. 

With reference to the difficulty the Phil- 
adelphia banks have had in getting currency 
from New York, it is said, that as much 
as $5,000,000 was sent them last week. 

It has been suggested in Philadelphia that 
that city should be made a’ central reserve 
city for national banks, the same as Chi- 
cago. If that were done, it isbelieved by 
some Philadelphians that from $10,000,000 


to $15,000,000, which are now kept by Penn- 


slyvania banks in this city would be kept 
in Philadelphia instead. A leading New 
York bank president, however, today laugh- 
el at the suggestion and remarked that the 
Philadelphia banks would still be obliged 
to keep large balances in this city. “The 
Philadelphia banks,” he said, “are too slow. 
They should all take ont plenty of clearing 
house certificates and that would release 
sufficient currency to pay the money they 
owe to the Néw York banks.” : 


DEMANDING THEIR DEPOSITS. 


A Run on the Banks at Pueblo, Col.—Several 
Closed. 

Pueblo, Col., July 5.—The bank panic did 

not reach Pueblo until this morning, but then 

it came with a vengeance. A week or more 


epast large withdrawals have been made from 


the banks almost daily and tWe American 


» National, of which O. P. H. Baxter is prest- 


dent, and Robert Gibson is vice president, 
when it opened for business this morning 
found a large number of depositors wasting 
to take out their money. The crowd continued 
to grow and it soon -became evident that 
with the ready cash on QYanfl they could not 
hold out, and about 11 o’clock they closed. 
The notice posted stated that the bank would 
commence business soen again and that the 
assets were $500,000 and the lishilitles $350,- 
000. Runs had already commenced on both 
the Western National and the First Nacional. 
The Western National closed its doors before 
noon. They have deposits of over a million 
dollars, and have always been considered 
very strong. 

Hundreds of people stood in and abour the 
First National bank today and depositors were 
paid as fast as the paying teller could attend 
to them. The general expectation is that the 
First National will be able to pav their cred- 
itors in full when called for and that they 
cannot be forced to close. PresiJent Thaten- 
er, when seen by a reporter, said they had a 
hard run, bat that he thought the worst was 
over, and he — they would be able to 

et all demands. 

The Central National. of which Delos L. 
Holden is president, closed at uoon. This 
bank does a light business, but withdrawals of 
deposits of late have, been so heavy that they 
could not stand any -further runs, They 
thought it best to close, Their assets are 
about $170,000 and liabilities about $70,000, 

A sort of run was also made on the Pueblo 
Savings bank. but they took advantage of the 
law which allows them sixty davs and the 
bsnk is regarded as perfectly safe. 

There is a much better feeling this evening 
and the worst is believed to be passed. All 
of the closed: banks can pay in fnil as soon as 
they realize on their collateral.

[BLOUNT T0 BE SHOT 


In Case He Interferes with Any Fight 
That May Take Place in Hawaii, 


A SECRET ANNEXATION SOCIETY 


Formed in Honolulu and Its Mem- 
bers Armed with Rifles, 


TO RESIST A ROYALIST OUTBREAK. 


Supporters of the Queen Marked for 
Slaughter—Claus Spreckels and Min- 
ister Blount to Be Killed. 


Honolulu, June 28, via San Francisco.— 
Developments of the past six days have 
been three arrests for conspiracy to over- 
throw the provinsional government, a threat 
against the life of Claus Spreckles and an 
organization of a society within the ranks 
of the annexationists for the purpose of 
shooting down such royalists in the event of 
any open attack upon the present govern- 
ment. Claus Spreckles found on his gate 
a few days ago a placard ornamented with 
skulls and crossbones: and- bearing the in- 
scription: “Gold and silver Will not stop 
lead.”” He laid the matter before minister 
Blount and the latter forwarded Spreckles’s 
statement to the provisional governments 
The names of the persons arrested for con- 
spiracy are T. B. Walker, E. C. Crick 
and Archibald Livelain. They are ail 
English and the British consul was disposed 
to interfere in their behalf, but dropped the 
matter when informed of the nature of 
the charges. The government claims to 
have evidence against these men showing 
that they were forming a plot to blow up the 


} government buildings and then shoot down 


the annexationists when they sbould rush 
to the scene. A large number of persons 
are being watched by the authorities. 

Six or seven hundred annexationists have 
formed a “Citizens’ Reserve.” They are 
armed with rifles and have selected certain 
supporters of the ex-queen whose names 
are known and marked them for slaughter 
in the event of a royalist outbreak. A mem- 
ber of this organization gives a list of numes 
of those marked for assassination and says 
that in addition to prominent Hawaiians 
it includes Claus Spreckles and Minister 
Blount in case they jnterfere in any fight 
that may occur. 

Mr. Blount Anxious to Return. 

A statement of the appointment of Judge 
Sneed ag minister to Hawaii has arrived 
here. Minister Blount was delighted with 
the news that his successor had been ap- 
pointed. Mr. Blount’s relations with the 
provisional government have not been 
of a pleasant nature and both he and the 
government will be glad to say farewell. 
Mr. Blount is making calculations to sail 
for San Franciseo July 19th, and will take 
his final report on the Hawaiian question 
home with him —

IS THERE BLOOD ON THE MOON? 


_A Sensational Story That Comes from South 


Carolina. 


Columbia, 8S. C., July 5.—(Special.)—Con- 
cerning a sensational rumor that was cur- 
rent at Greenwood yesterday on the occa- 
sion of the reunion of the confederate sur- 
vivors, The Evening Journal today publishes 
the following: 

“There is blood on the moon, and there 
may be blood from the ranks of the reform- 
ers. It was expected that the morning pa- 
pers would contain a sensational letter from 
one of the state officers preferring grave 
charges against one of the higher officers of 
the state, but it did not come. The story 
comes from the inner charmed circles of the 
reformers that there is a little unpleasant- 
ness existing between United States Senator 
J. M. Irby and Adjutant and Inspector 
General H. L. Farley, and a& letter from the 
latter is expected to appear in the public 
print within the next day or two denouncing 
the junior senator as a Hiar and applying 
other equally uncomplimentary terms to him, 

“In case this is done, a permmel encounter 
can hardly be avoided. It is thought the 
trouble arose at the time of 
the election of Senator Irby by the legislature 
and was eaused by a remark from General 
Farley to the effect that he thought a better 
selection could have been made. Sinee that 
time it is alleged that the feeling has been 
intensified by certain telegrams sent to this 
state from Washington, alleged to have been 
sent my Mr. J. H. Tillman, reflecting upon 
General Tarley, while in reality they were 
the product of Senator Irby. This is the sit- 
nation as it is gathered today and interesting 
developments are daily expected. General 
Farley is not in the city.’’ 


THE VIRGINIA POPULISTS, 


General Field Opens the Campaign — He 
Talks of the Sherman Act. 


Richmond, Va., July 5.—(Special.)\—General 
James G. Field, of Albemarle county, this 
state, who last year was a candidate for vice 
president of the people's party, passed through 
Richmond this afternoon en route home from 
Midlothian, where he made a sneech yester- 
day, which is regarded as outlining in part 
the plan of campaign of the Virginia populists 
in the fall election for governor and members 
of the legislature. 

General Field declared that President Cleve- 
land had not dealt fairly with the people in 
calling an extra session of congress ‘when 
he said that the present perilons condition 
of the country is largely the result of a finan- 
cial policy which the executive branch of the 
government finds embodied in unwise laws 
which must be executed until repealed by 
congress. He contended that both Cleveland 
and Llarrison had executed only a part of the 
Sherman act. The failure to execute the law 
in full had abstracted from the treasury §$48,- 
000,000 tn gold and this act of the. executive, 
snid General Field, was not onlv without an. 
thority of law. but was directly against the 
lancuage of the act and the intention of 
congress. 

He declared that for this willful disregard 
of the law President Harrison should have 
heen and President Cleveland shonld now be 
impeached. 

The loss of confidence on the vart of the 
people was, he declared, caused by the want 
of frankness-and sincerity on she part of 
high officials. 


A BANKER’S DAUGHTER MISSING. 


Miss Edith Drake's Mysterious Disappear- 
ance—She Is Thought to Be Insane. 


New York, July 5.—An evening paper says 
that Miss Edith Drake, twenty-seven years 
old, daughter of James M. Drake, the mil- 
lionaire banker, has disappeared mysterionsly 
and her parents and friends are . much 
alarmed. They have asked the police to heip 
search for her, because they think her niind 
is somewhat affected. She was deeply in- 
fatuated with Samuel! D. McGibney, a builder, 
who is a year younger than Miss Drake. 
McGibney is said to have made a trip out of 
town at a time corresponding with the dis- 
appearance of Miss Drake, but as yet there 
has been no suggestion that they havé eloped. 
Miss Drake and McGibney were engaged to 
be married about a year ago, but without the 
consent of her parents. When the subject was

FOUR CHARRED CORPSES 


In the Ruins of a House Burned by 
Lightning. 

(iageton, Mich., July 5.—E. M. Babcock, 
wife and child, of Fostoria, Michigan, came 
here on the 4th of July to visit with Mrs. 
Babcock’s parents, Amen Roberts, who live 
in Grant township, four miles northeast of 
this place. The family consisted of father, 
mother and seven ehildren, and they all 
went down to Cass City to take in the cel- 
ebration, returning about 1 o'clock this 
morning. About 3 o’clock this morning Mr. 
Roberts was awakened by the smell of 
smoke and found his bed clothing on fire. 
He aroused his brother and his guest, Mr. 
George Frost, of Silverwood, Mich., who 
was also visiting the family. Young Rob- 
erts jumped out of the window on the 
second floor and rushed to his father’s room 
window on the first floor. He finally suc- 
ceeded in rescuing his father, mother and 
little sister. His other brother and sister 
made their escape, but Mr. Babcock, his 
wife and Mr. Frost perished in the flames; 
also the seven-year-old son of Mr. Frost. 
&¥.c house and furniture were burned. Noth- 
ing but charred trunks were found of those 
who were burned. 

It is thought that during the rain and 
thunder storm that was prevailing early 


this morning, the lightning struck the house > 


and set it on fire. The inmates returning 
late, worn out by the:day’s tramp, probably 
never aroused and were suffocated long be- 
fore the flames reached them. This does 
not apply to Mr. Frost, who, it is supposed, 
tried to rescue Mr. Babcock and his wife 
and was overcome by the heat and smoke. 
Miss Hannah Roberts had her hands and 
arms terribly burned before she could get 
out, and Dr. Lanin, the attending physt- 
cian, thinks she may not recover. 

Miss Roberts and Mr. Frost were en- 
gaged to be married this fall. The death 
of Mr. Babcock, wife and child, wiped out 
the whole family. 
of Augusta, is here on his way to New 
York from Rockbridge Alum Springs.

Destructive Wailstorm’ fn Peunsylvania. 
Crops Nesrly Rained. 

Reading, Pa., July 5.—This city was visited 
by a hailstorm this afternoon which for de- 
structiveness eclipsed all previous storms of 
the kind since 1866. The storm originated 
about three miles west of Reading and covy- 
ered a width of four miles. Grain, corn, 
oats, flower gardens, grapes and other fruits 
were stripped off like leaves. The vineyards 
in Mount Penn are completely ruined and the 
owners do not expect to obtain more than five 
per cent of a crop. 

South of Reading, especially along the 
Schuylkill valley, the destruction to crops 
was very great. The .wheat, rye and oat 
crops not yet cut have been leveled to the 
ground and many of the fields were flooded. 

At Birdsboro hail fell to the depth of three 
inches and in some places was piled up to a 
depth of nearly a foot. The stones were the 
size of hickory nuts and fell so rapidly that 
pedestrians in this city were driven from 
the sidewalks. 

In the southern and northeastern part of 
the city many cellars were flooded and in 
some instances the water rushed through the 
buildings, ruining carpets, etc. 

It is believed that the damagein the Schuyl- 
kill valley will reach many thousands of dol- 
lars. 


THREE LIVES LOST 


By the Burning of a Floating Boarding 
House at Si. Paul. 

St. Paul, Minn,, July 5.—Three persons, two 
women and a man, lost their lives in a fire 
in this city tonight. At 10:30 o’clock fire 
broke out in the Floating Bethel, a home for 
river men, anchored ac the foot of Jackson 
atreet. The structure was two stories high 
above the hull, and dry as tindér, consequently 
the flames spread with great rapidity, and in 
less than five minutes the boat was a secthing 
mass of fire. There were a number of per- 
sons on board, most of whom were asleep, aml 
before all cuold be aroused, three, two of 
whom were women, supposed to have been 
employed as stewardesses, and the other a 
male lodger, met horrible fates. Their 
charred remains were found in the ruins 
when the fire was extinguished. Their names 
cannot be obtained. ‘The others barely es- 
caped by jumping into the river. 


A Boy Crushed Under a Train.

Wheeler, aged fifteen, was run over by a 
South Atlantic and Ohio train at Big Stone 
Gap, Va., last night while asleep on the 
track. His left leg was cut off near the knee 
and his right foot badly mangled. He cannot 
recover.

LARGE POSSES SEARCHING THE WOODS. 


If the Murderer Is Oaught He Will Be 
Lyncbed—Several Tragedies in Ken- 
tucky—Yesterday’s Crimes. 


Louisville, Ky., July 5.—Near Bardswell, 
Ky., this morning, Rubie @nd Mary Ray, 
aged twelve atid sixteen respectively, 
daughters of John S. Ray, were murdered 
by an unknown man. The two girls went 
to a thicket a short distace from the house 
to pick berries. In about half an hour a 
pet dog came running to the house. Sirs. 
Ray thought something was wrong and 
followed the dog back to the thicket where 
she found the body of Mary. Her throat 
was cut from ear to ear. The horrified 
mother ran back to the house, as she saw 
nothing of Ruby, and gave the alarm. Her 
son hurried to the thicket and about fifty 
feet from where the first body was dis- 
covered, found the corpse of his younger 
sister. Her throat, too, was cut from ear 
to ear. Both bodies were horribly man- 
gled, plainly showing that the young girls 
had been outraged beforg murdered. There 
is .no definite clue to identity of the 
brute who committed the crime, but the 
manner of the work points to one man and 
the use of a razor indicates a negro. There 
is great excitement and large posses are 
in the woods and if the culprit is caught 
there will be lynching. 


- TWO KENTUCKY TRAGEDIES, 


A Murderer Pursued by a Posse Who Will 
Lynch Him. 

Inez, Ky., July 5.—Wallace D. Eskins 
was shot and killed Sunday at Nolan, W. 
Va., by Andrew Farmer during a drunken 
row. The assassin was pursued by a posse 
and was overtaken and surrounded Mon- 
day night, but he fireé on his pursuers and 
fatally wounded George D. Eskins and a 
man named Thompson. In the confusion 
he made his escape, but the posse continued 
the pursuit and he is now surrounded by a 
mob who threaten to lynch him. He will 
undoubtedly be caught tonight and unless 
the sheriff consents to give him up biood 
will flow freely. He is on Wolf creek, in 
this county. A skirmish ‘toek place today 
and many shots were exchanged, but full 
details have not yet been received from the 
seene of the fight. ‘ 

Georgé Kerrick Kills Ross 

Henderson, Ky., July 5.—George Kerrick 
yesterday shot Ross Leonard, a young farm- 
er of this county. Jveonard was drunk and 
raised a quarrel in Kerrick's store. 
After going home he returned and renewed 
the quarrel. Finally he hurled a chair at 
Kerrick, which missed him and struck Mrs. 
Kerrick. Kerrick then fired at Leonard 
with a shotgun, and the charge took effect 
in Leonard’s breast, _ killing him instantly. 


ATTACKED HIM WITH A KNIFE 


And Ike Got His Gun and Shot His 
Assailant. 

Conway, Kan., July 5.—Ike HEthridge 
killed Dave Brewer in union township yes- 
terday. Brewer went to the field where 
Ethridge was working and attacked him 
with a butcher knife. He pursued him 
home, where Ethridge got a gun and 
killed his assailant. Brewer kept a crowd 
from interfering last week on the road 
where hands were working, while his (Brew- 
er’s) co-tenant, a man named Cotton, 
whipped Ethridge. The killing grew out of 
the affair. Ethridge came to town im- 
mediately after the killing and surrendered 
to the sheriff. 


A MURDERER PLAYING GRAZY. 


He Pounds the Wallis with Sis Fists and 
Refuses Food. 

Columbus, O., July 5.—Frank Van Loom, 
the Columbus Grove bank robber and mur- 
derer to be executed in the penitentiary 
here tomorrow night, has not eaten any- 
thing for two days and this morning either 
in a fit of madness or playing crazy, broke 
his bestead and threw it out of his cell. 
He also pounded the wall with his fists, 
spraining his hand badly. He is a big man 
and powerful and active. Trouble of some 
kind is expected, at the execution.

THEY WILL BE PUT TO DEATH 


As the Governor Is Not Empowered to Com- 


mute tne Sentences, 

Wilburton, I. T., July 5.—Considerable 
excitement is apparent here over what 
action Governor Jones will take in the mat- 
ter of commuting the death sentence im- 
posed on the seven Choctaws now awaiting 
execution at this place. The governor has 
received a message from the authorities 
at Washington asking if there is any au- 
thority whereby the chief magistrate of 
the Choctaws may commute a sentence of 
death. What reply the governor sent is 
not known, but the general impression here 
is that the execution will occur according 
to presgnt arrangements, as the Choctaw 
law makes no provision whatever for com- 
mutation of sentences. It is generally 
conceded that if the governor should fully 
submit to the demands of the general gov- 
ernment for a _ release of the pris- 
oners such action would £0 
far in the direction of allaying the bad 
blood engendered during the last Choctaw 
campaign. If the war department is forced 
to arbitrary methods in order to quell the 
present trouble not a few leading Choctaws 
think the result would be disastrous in 
the end and result in the overthrow entirely 
of the present government. '

THE DAY AT THE FAIR. 


Dedication of Venezuela and Costa Rica's 
Buildings. 


Chicago, July 5.—Two American republics 
dedicated their buildings at the world’s fair 
today—Venezuela and Costa Rica. The foreign 
buildings are all now practically finished and 
a few days will find the fair complete in its 
entirety. The finances of the exnosition, too, 
are fast assuming a more satisfactory condi- 
tion and the city of Chicago is becoming tru- 
ly grateful for the large number of visitors 
from abroad. An evening panar estimates 
that “in the period embracing within the 
last twelve days of the fair. a enm ranging 
iret = *120.000,0N0 to $150,000,000 will be 
brought into the city by visitors and left 
here.’’ Certain it is that every day shows a 
gratent increase in the number of attend- 
ants. 

Wher the seemingly endless stream of visit- 
ors began to pour through the gates of the 
White City this morning, the last ve ige of 
yesterday's grand celebration had been re- 
moved.

The sky was clear, the air cool and 
bracing, and the visitors came in and took in 
the sights and wonders as they have been do- 
ing on ordinary days for the past two 
months.

THE COTTON OUTLOOK 


Is Anything but Encouraging in South Caro- 
; lina—W hat the Keports Show. 

Columbia, 8S. C., July 5.—(Spevial.)—The 
outlook for the cotton crop in South Carolina 
is exceedingly discouraging, and there is a 
poor prospect for over a half crop. 

Most all the counties report that cotton 
is small and that there are very few bioows. 
In many counties it cannot recover from the 
excessive rains. The bottom leaves are red 
and yellow and are dropping off. In Charies- 
ton it is thriving and the crop will be the 
largest in years, and of unsurpassed quality. 

Generally speaking the cotton is out of the 
grass, but has beea much injured tn ciean- 
ing. This is a time when rain wil! count, 
and without it the colthition of things are 
serious. The Piedmont counties repert that 
eotton is recovering its bealthy appearance 
and growing nicely, and in the others is 
about two weeks late and impossible to make 
half a crop. In many counties it has turned 
red and has fired up considerably.

State School Commissioner Bradwell stated 
in the-afternoon that he we be unable 
to remain with the school, but would make 
visits from time to time; for the next few 
weeks he would be engaged in compiling the 
school census. He stated for the encourage- 
ment of those who were disposed to be 
glocmy over the school prespects in Georgia 
that the next census, when printed, would 
show a decided decrease in illiteracy. One 
city in Georgia had an _ illiteracy er 
cent of only 11-12 of 1 per cent, equaling Bos- 
ton and many other cultured cities. The 
highest was 26 per. cent. The umber of 
school children in Georgia, he said, was 65,- 
G00 and the number of teachers 10,000. 

Ten months has elapsed since the initial 
session and during that time the normal 
school commision, consisting of State School 
Commissioner Bradwell, Shaucellr W. E. 
Begs and President Lawton Evans, have gone 
steadily forward in the work of preparation 
for the second session. The vld rock college 
has been thoroughly remodeled and renovated 
for the convenience and comfort of the nor- 
mal. students. The second and third floors 
have been nicely fitted up as dormitories— 
the second floor for the ladies and the third 
for gentlemen. The entire first-floor has been 
divided into offices, yas | halls, recitation 
and assembly rooms. All the rooms are large 
and comfortable, and all the apportionments 
are designed for the greatest amount of com- 
fort with the best opportunity for study. 
The commission has been fortunate in se- 
curing an estimable Christian lady who will 
reside in the college and exercise a diligent 
supervision of the qonduct, comfort and 
health of ithosé jin attendance. By this 
means, too, expenses have betn reduced to 
the lowest nosnlbie’ rate—$3 pez week, includ- 
ing bathrooms and fare. The second and 
third floors alone have been made capable 
of accommodating 125 students or more, and 
the majority of both teachers and faculty 
have engaged rooms in the college building. 

The Founding. 

The Georgia State Normal school 
entering the secon ear of its existence, 
having been founded in the summer of '92. 
The school owes-its mataperee to a large num- 
ber of friends in the state to normal train- 
ing for teachers, who importuned the board 
of trustees of the University of Georgia to 
give up to the state the old rock college 
and the Gilmer fund, amounting to $15,v0v, 
that the state might be induced to SaTablish a 
normal college. he sentiment was so wide- 
spread over the state favoring such an Iinsti- 
tution that the trustees donated the fund and 
building asked for, making the state a gift of 
property valued at $45,000. The proceeds of 
the Gilmer fund and a subscription from the 
city of Athens were the only sources of 
revenue to the school for the first year. An 
excellent corps were secured, with Mrs. Law- 
ton B. Evans, of Augusta, as president. The 
experiment proved successful and the feasi- 
bility of the plan owas” established. The 
teachers of the state and other friends of the 
institution hoped thus to demonstrate to the 
peopie the great need of the work and to se- 
cure through the general assembly an appro- 
priation sufficient to make the school perma- 
nent. The legislature accepted for the state 
the $45,000 worth of property donated by the 
university. thus signifying their approval of 
the school’s establishment. 

The present session opens withont an ap- 
propriation from the state, but with funds 
ample to, carry it.to a suecessful termina- 
tion. The city of Athens in this extrem'ty 
has come forward most generously and con- 
tributed $500. The county of Clarke has 
given $450 as her pro rata part of funds de- 
rived from the dispensary. This, with the 
$1,000 from the Gilmer fund, will consritute 
the entire revenue of the schgol. When the 
-session is successfully finished the commis. 
sion hope to present the matter to the legts- 
lature in such a favorable light that they 
cannot fail to vote the necessary. appropria- 
tion to make the school permanent. At an 
ratg it is not believed that the legislature wi 
continue in the ridiculous position of estab- 
lishing a state normal school without voting 
the necessary fund's to sustain it, fut that this 
will be done just so soon ag it ts known 
definately what amount will be sufficient.

Out of the Ground. 


COTTON AND CORN SO FAR ADVANCED 


That Both Crops Are Able to Withstand 
the Drought—Corn Is in Good Con- 
dition—Cotton Is Doing Well. 


At last there has been plenty of heat and 
sunshine, but a deficiency of rainfall is be- 
giuning to cause fears of drought. As set, 
however, the staple crops have not suffered 
greatly. Grain has been mostly harvested, 
while cotton and corn are sufficiently ad- 
vanced to withstand the lack of moisture. 
Ootton is in the best condition it has at- 
tained this year. ‘The crop is late -and 
small for this date, but under the influence 
of heat and sunshine is taking on forms 
well in northern districts and blooming in 
the south. 

In the northwest section of the state 
crops are probably lgter than in other dis- 
tricts. -No rain of consequence fell the past 
week, but little complaint of drought is 
made. The corn crop is everywhere report- 
ed in good condition and is being rapidly 
laid by. ‘The final returns of the oat crop 
are very favorable. Wheat is now being 
threshed and is turning out fairly good. 
Labor seems in good supply and the harvest 
bas proved generally a satisfactory one. 
Cotton remains small, but its condition has 

reatiy improved during the past month. 

e heavy rain of a fortnight ago brought 
up a good deal of grass and some fields are 
grassy at the presens time. With the ex- 
ception of deficient moisture the recent 
weather has given fine growing conditions 
and farmers seem hopeful of gvod returns. 

The past week in the northern counties 
of Georgia has been the most favorable one 
of the seagon for farm work. The crops 
have been cieared of grass and have grown 
rapidly. In many localities no rain fell. 
Cotton, though yet small, has grown vigor- 
ously. It has had pleuty of the much need- 
ed sunshine. Corn is low, well stalked, 
and looks healthy. Most of the upland 
crop is in need of rain. Bottom corn is 
in good condition and is rapidly improving. 
She week has been a good one for heading 
and threshing wheat, which is about all har- 
vested. The oat and rye harvest is about 
completed. The yields are considerably 
above the average at most points. A great 
many peas have been sown where grain has 
been taken off. Potatoes and garden truck 
are in tine growing condition. The melon 
crop is sumewhat late. A moderate crop 
of apples and peaches have been picked. 
Fruit is falling from the trees, and the crop 
left looks poorly and is not doing well. 
‘There is a lair crop of berries. 

All crops in the northeastern portion of 
the state are in much better condition than 
they were seven days ago, though the 
Vigorous growth of grass has _ been 
very troublesome. During the past week 
the dry und seasonably warm weather has 
enabied farmers to kill out the greater por- 
tiou of the grass, and crops, where cleared 
of grass, are now growing finely, but, 
where crops are still in the grass, a rapid 
growth is Bt course impossible. Cotton has 
mproved as much as could be well expect- 
ed. Owing to the backward spring the cot- 
ton plant is generally smaller than usual 
at this time of the year. Corn, with a 
few exceptions, is in the best of condition, 
nearly ail “laid by,” and on nearly every 

lantation large fields of corn may be seen 

ully up to the height of a man’s head. 
Rye has been harvested in most of the 
localities, and the yield is tully up 
‘the average. ’. Other grains 
have also done weil in northeast Georgia 
this year.- Some oats have yet to be cut. 
Vegetables of all kinds are plentiful. The 
fruit crop is pretty fair except that grapes 
are rotting badly. 


. * ‘ 
Correspondents in the western counties 


generally complain of a deficiency of rain- 
tall. An exception is, however, noted 
throughout the most southernly counties 
of the section, where some of the heavy 
showers fell, which washed the soil in 
many places. Corn is in very fine condi- 
tion, but is better on uplands than on the 
bottoms. Planters expect a larger yield 
this year than for many years past. Some 
improvement is noticed in cotton but the 
plant is still small for the season sand 
will probably continue backward to the 
end of the summer. It is being plowed for 
the last time. Vegetables have been slight 
ly damaged by drought but are still — in 
good condition and give promise of a fine 
yield. Fruit, although scarce in many lo- 
calities, is generally maturing nicely. 
Sweet potatoes are making exceptionally 
rupid growth and are looking fine. 

’rom all pvints in central Georgia have 
reports been received of the vast improve- 
went in the condition of ail crops. The 
warm, sunshiny weather has pushed crops 
rupidiy torward toward maturity, besides 
giving farmers the much desired opportu- 
nity to clear their crops of grass. Where 
farmers have improved. this opportunity 
aud have properly worked their crops the 
improvement in all farm producis has beeu 
lure apparent than during any other week 
this year. Cotton, though it had such a 
buckward start, has improved so much that 
on a few plantations it is nearly up to the 
size it Was at this time in 1802. Corn will 
be a very fine crop if it continues to grow 
as at present. It is rapidly wearing Matu- 
rity, the ears gencrally now being hearly 
of the size fit for roasting. Corn 1s_poor- 
est ou sandy lands where the recent heavy 
rains followed by warm weather have 
caused the “tiring’’ of the crop. The pea 
crop is large this year and is coming along 
finely. Potatoes are ready for table use. 
The shipment of watermelons and cante- 
loupes has begun. Peaches and apples are 
ripening and appear not quite as good as 
usual. 

Weather conditions in the eastern sec- 
tion have been quite favorable for the 

lanter. and his crops, although there has 

een a deticiency in rainfall and‘an excess 

of heat. Grass killing in crops has been 
the order uf the day and the crops are now 
well cleared. Corn is growing nicely but 
has been fired in some localities, the dam- 
age however, is as yet very slight. Cot- 
ton, as is the case in many other sections, 
ig small and backward, but looks fairly 
well. Farmers apparently anticipate a 
shortage in the yield of this important sta- 
le. Melons are maturing rapidiy but have 
xeen scalded somewhat by the hot sun fol- 
lowing wet weather. Reports relative to 
the fruit crop are rather meager but_indi- 
cations are that the crop is poor. Sugar 
cane and potatoes are growing rapidly and 
give -promise of large yields. ae 

Crops are generally in good condition in 
southwest Georgia, having coutinued to 

ow well during the past week. Showers 
fell in some localities during the week and 
were beneficial; in. other localities rain_is

In the southern counties of Georgia ail 
crops are giving promise of a good yield. 
Planting peas and potatoes and laying by 
cotton and rice is the order of the day. 
Most farmers complain of too much rain 
Which is slightly injuring the principal 
cro while a few report injuries to corn 
and other crops from lack_of moisture, the 
rainfall having come in local showers. The 
main damage by rain and high winds was 
done to cotton and corn. Watermelons, 
canteloupes, peaches and apples are ripen- 
Ing rapidly. On the 2d the high winds in 
Berrien aud Telfair counties blew off con- 
siderable fruit but a fair amount still re 
mains, Corn is about all laid by and most 
of the pea crop has been planted. Some 
fields are too wet to piow. 

Along the coast and in the adjacent 
counties of the southeast section crops are 
reported in excellent condition. In fact, 
in this portion of the state the general 
State of affairs seems better than last 
year. About the only complaint made is 
of damage done to corn by excessive rains 
three weeks ago, from which the crop has 
not fully recovered. Recently it has im- 
proved in condition and is now in silk, 
With fair promise of a good yeld. The con- 
dition of cotton is in some cases reported 
superior to the same time last year. All 
reports agree that the crop is now in good 
condition and shedding but little. Gar- 
dens and vegetablé crops have done well. 
The yield of fruit is proving about an aver- 
age one. There is a good deal of grass to 
keep down but the weather has been ad- 
mirable for the working of crops and,:with 
the possible exception bf the rice fields. 
work is well up. Rice promises well and 
especially the late crop. Sweet potatoes 
are in_ excellent condition. Vines set ear- 
ly in June have done harticularly well.

WEATHER CROP BULLETIN. 


Recent Rains Haye Improved Wheat—Cotton 
Needing Kain. 


Washington, July 5.—During the past 
week the weather was especiaily favorable 
to the corn. crop. Keports from the cotton 
region indicate that the cotton crop is im- 
proving, but the plant is small. Reports 
from the spring wheat region indicate im- 
proved conditions in that secton, owing to 
recent rans. 

Mississippi—Conditions generally discour- 
aging; rain needed in most section, cotton 
small, but in good growing condition. 

_Louisiana—Kain would be very benefi- 
cial to rice and corn; cane in good condi- 
tion and very promising; cotton improved; 
crevasse water receding quite rapidly; the 
northeast section will plant peas and corn; 
water from Rescue crevasse covers an imn- 
mense tract and great destitution prevails 
in the North river section. 

Texas—The weather has been favorable 
for cotton over the eastern portion of the 
state where it has enabled the farmers to 
clean out their fields; over the western part 
of the state cotton is needing rain; early 
corn is good, but late corn ig needing rain 
generally and is suffering over the western 
portion of the state. 

Arkansas—Cotton growing fast; squares 
forming and blooming, but most of the crop 
is grassy; corn much improved, and large 
acreage being planted on late overflowed 
lands; hay injured and wheat and oats 
damaged in shock by frequent showers. 

Tennessee—Wheat harvest about ¢om- 
pleted and threshing in progress; yield good; 
oats and hay excellent; corn growing nice- 
ly and being laid by; peaches plentiful; 
cotton small, but doing well; tobacco grow- 
ing well. 

Kkentucky—Conditions generally favora- 
ble; wheat harvest complete, crop average, 
corn doing finely; early tobacco t6oks well, 
but late tobacco needs rain.

After yeats of neglect and decay 
it is proposed by American women ‘‘to rescue 
from total oblivion the name of a woman 
whose memory should be hailowed in every 
home, and pay a national tribu® to her noble 
motherhood by erecting .a monument to her 
honor.”’ It is a work in which we. the moth- 
ers and daughters of Georgia, should have a 
part. An association with Mrs. Amelia C. 
Waite, the wife of the late chief fustice, at its 
head, has, been organized for the purpose of 
collecting “funds for this monument. Their 
design is to erect a granite obeiisk fifty feet 
high, forty feet of which will be a mono- 
lith. 

Nor do the ladies intend to stop here. They 
expect to raise enough to adorn the grounds 
surrounding the monument and inciose them, 
and to provide an endowment fund for the 
preservation of the memorial. The first ex- 
hibit placed in the woman’s building at Chi- 
cago was the model of the proposed monu- 
ment to be erected to the memory of Mary, 
the mother of Washington. This of itself 
ought to be encouragement tor us to work 
for the consummation of the plan. Let then 
Georgia women ‘be heart moved as by the 
voice of trumpet’? to contribute their quota 
to this noble undertaking. Let every ohe of 
our sex whatever her condition come with her 
eontribution. In organizing this work in Geor- 
via, every lady is asked to send one dollar as 
her share in the plan. It is alse urged that 
in every town au city jn the state some la. 
dies will volunteer to give an entertainment, 
the proceeds of which will go to the monn- 
ment fund. Here is an opportunitv for noble, 
patriotic labor. For every dollar sent a badge 
of membership to the Mary Washington As- 
sociation will be returned te the 4onor and a 
receipt for the money. Funds can be sent di- 
rectly to me or to the savings bank. Athens, 
Ga., and they will be forwarded to the proper 
authorities.

As to Railroad Competition. 

The Savannah Press, in a review of 
Justice Jackson's decision concerning the 
42,000 shares held by the Terminal com- 
pany in the Central railroad, concludes 
that the decree annihilates that clause 
of the constitution directed against the 
defeat of railroad competition. This is 
the famous constitutional clause which 
has figured so frequently in the Georgia 
legislature, and about which so much 
has been said. 

The decision of Justice Jackson tallies 
entirely with the argument advanced by 
the opponents of the celebrated Olive 
and Berner bills, the time spent in the 
discussion of which cost the state several 
thousand dollars per annum for several 
consecutive years. 

The Press gives an unwarranted scope 
to the decision. It does not invalidate 
the state constitution, but simply con- 
strues the celebrated railroad compettl- 
tion clause. 

If we understand the judge’s decision 
correcthy, one railroad, which is clearly 
and unmistakably a competing line with 
another, cannot buy out its rival for the 
purpose of destroying competition. 

In the ease of the lease of the Central 
railroad system to the Georgia Pacific, 
the court held that the Central could not 
be considered a competitor of the Geor- 
gia Pacific, to which the Central system 
was leased. The following extract from 
his decision bearing on this point will be 
read with interest: 

The Terminal had a right to acquire that 

stock, had a right to own it, and to vote it, 
but it is said it might lead, or may lead, 
or Was intended to lead, to a condition that 
would prevent competition. How so? Is there 
any competition in point of fact between the 
Central Railroad and Banking Company and 
the Georgia Pacific, leading out to the north- 
west from Atlanta—that is, the lessee? What 
competition, in the eye of the law? 
_I can suggest to you, gentlemen, a case that 
would have fallen within the constitution of 
Georgia, perhaps. If the East Tennessee, 
Virginia and. Georgia Railroad Company and 
the Georgia railroad, running a parallel line 
from Atlanta to the coast, parallel to the 
Central Railroad Company, had, as a corpora- 
tion—had, as a corporation, I emphasize 
that—had, as a corporation, undertaken to 
buy up the stock of the Central Railroad Com- 
pany, you would then have had a case com- 
ing within the purview and principle of the 
constitution of Georgia. But they say be- 
cause a stockholder in the two, corporations 
had stock in two corporations that that stock- 
holder cannot vote in both corporations. It 
is an anomaly beyond expression, to my 
mind. But it does not come within any inhl- 
bition of the constitution of Georgia. When 
these contracts are purchased, personal prop- 
erties are made beyond the jurisdiction of 
Georgia. To say that is illegal by Geor- 
gia law cannot be sustained. Georgia law 
cannot reach the transaction, Georgia law 
cannot deal with these stocks and inhibit 
their purchase and their sale. 

It will thus be seen that Justice Jack- 
son only construes, and does not annihi- 
late, the anti-consolidation clause of the 
constitution. He illustrates his opinion 
of that clause by showing that ‘it was 


competition as grows out of parallel 


-lines, like the East Tennessee, Virginia 


and Georgia and the Central, for in- 
stance, the Tease of either one of which 
corporations to the other—as a corpora- 
tion—he declares would be in conflict 
with the Georgia constitution. The 
state constitution, in the opinion of the 
court, does not and cannot, prevent indi- 
viduals from owning the control of the 
stock of both of these, or any other two 
corporations, whether parallel and eom- 
peting or nat. 

Of course, the protection against ex- 
tortion where one corporation falls into 
the hands of those who control another, 
and the purchase of which is made for 
the purpose of defeating competition, is 
easily to be found in the authority of 
the state to regulate rates and control 
the management of railroads within its 
limits in a manner that will conform 
such management to the just and reason- 
able demands of public policy and at the 
same time allow adequate returns for 
the investments back of the railroads 
so regulated. 

In other words, the state has no power 
to say who shall or shall not own a rail- 
road, unless in the case of consolidating 
parallel lines, but it has the power to 
say what shall, or shall not, be done as 
to their regulation, whoever may be 
their owners. 


The Party—Not the Place. 

A paragraph in one of our weekly ex- 
changes reads: 

Unless south Georgia has more recognition 
in the next state election, democrats in that 
section will kick out of the traces. 

This is putting it plainly, but there is 
really nothing in such a threat. South 
Georgia has been talking about recogni- 
tion for quite a while, and we trust that 
she will obtain all that she is entitled 
to, but we do not believe that the demo- 
crats in that favored section will sulk 
and stand back from the battle because 
they fear there will not be an equal di- 
vision of the spoils. They have never 
been found wanting when the fight was 
on, and their past prestige speaks for the 
future. 

As a matter of fact, there is an evi- 
dent desire on the part of a few to ‘in- 
ject sectional feelings into the next state 
campaign. North Georgia has been re- 
ceiving sly thrusts and open blows from 
the hands of these few, who are the 
ones that have threatened to desert the 
ranks unless they can carry the banners 
or act as drum majors to the political 
band. 

This is all wrong. If any section of 
the state other than north Georgia can 
“capture the spoils” let it sail in and do 
so; each section—since “sections” there 
must be—is pulling for itself, in a cer- 
tain sense, but still, we hope. with a> 
eye single to the welfaré of the whoie;: 
the action of the democratic party, as it 
speaks for the people in the selection of 
state leaders is the guide for all good

Secretary Carlisle’s Views. 


We have already expressed in very 
positive terms our belief that Secretary 
Carlisle did not seek the advice of the 
Hon. John B. Henderson, a republican 
ex-senator from Missouri, and a incno- 
metallist of the most extreme type. Mr. 
Henderson’s recent letter in favor of the 
gold standard was doubtless his own vol- 
untary offspring, neither solicited nor 
endorsed by the administration. 

Mr. Carlisle’s record is so well known 
that no intelligent democrat will for a 
moment suppose that he is in sympathy 
with the republican monometallists. For 
twenty years he has ably and fearlessly 
advocated: bimetallism. He voted for 
the original Bland bill providing for the 
free and unlimited coinage of silver. In 
February, 1878, he delivered a strong 
speech in. the house on the silver ques- 
tion in which he said: 


I know that the world’s stock of precious 
metais is none too large, and I see no reason 
to apprehend that it will ever become. so. 
Mankind will be fortunate, indeed, if the 
annual production of gold and silver coin 
shall keep pace with’ the annual increase of 
population, commerce and industry. AC- 
CORDING TO MY VIEWS OF THE SUB- 
JECT, THE CONSPIRACY WHICH SEEMS 
TO HAVE BEEN FORMED HERP AND IN 
EUROPE TO DESTROY BY LEGISLGA- 
TION AND OTHERWISE FROM THREE- 
SEVENTHS TO ONE-HALF OF THE MB 
TALLIC MONEY OF THE WORLD IS THE 
MOST GIGANTIC CRIME OF THIS OR ANY 
OTHER AGE. The consummation of such a 
scheme would ultimately entail more misery 
upon the human race than all the wars, 
pestilence and famine that ever occurred in 
the history of the world. The absolute and 
instantaneous destruction of half the entire 
movable property of the world, including 
houses, ships, railroads and all other apg)i- 
ances for carrying on commerce, while it 
would be felt more sensibly at the moment, 
would not produce anything like the pro- 
longed distress and disorganization of society 
that must inevitably result from the perma- 
nent annihilation of one-half of the metallic 


money in the world. 

Having thus placed himself on record, 
Mr. Carlisle pursued agconsistent course 
and showed that he Aa the courage of 
his convictions. When he was a candt- 
date for Senator Beck’s vacant seat he 
said that his views were identically 
those of that great statesman. With 
this understanding he was elected to suc- 
ceed one of the most pronounced of 
American bimetallists. 

It is utterly out of the question, even 
for Mr. Carlisle’s enemies, to suppose 
that a eabinet position has changed his 
financial views. The congressman who 
declared that the demonetization vf sil- 
ver would “ultimately entail more mis- 
ery on the human race than afl the wars, 
pestilence and famine that ever occurred 
in the history of the world” is not likely 
now. as the democratic secretary of the 
treasury, standing on a free silver coin- 
age platform, to go into the camp of the 
enemy and accept the policy laid down 
by a republican champion of the gold 
standard. 

The great Kentuckian in 1878 de- 
nounced the conspiracy of the mono- 
metallists as a. gigantic crime. His in- 
dignation was stirred because he saw 
that the object of the scheme was to 
cause an enormous shrinkage of values 
by demonetizing half of the metallic 
money of the world. Since that time 
the practical workings of monometallism 
must have intensified Mr. Carlisle’s in- 
dignation, and when he became secre- 
tary of the treasury, on a platform 
which unequivocally demands the free 
coinage of gold and silver, without dis- 
criminating against either metal, it is 
simply monstrous to suppose that he 
would blot out his record and his pledges 
for the past twenty years and loom up 
as the active ally of the gold sharks of 
Wall street. If there has been such a 
transformation it is without a parallel 
in our history, when we consider the 
magnitude of the interests involved. 

But all this talk about the secretary’s 
endorsement of Mr. Henderson’s letter, 
directly or indirectly, is a weak inven- 
tion of the enemy. In some mystérious 
way this document has gone out to the 
public with the statement that it was 
furnished at Mr. Carlisle’s reqr-~ ard 
the republican organs are in high giee 
over the spectacle of a democratic sec- 
retary of the treasury seeking counsel 
from the enemy. Their exultation will 
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upon trade and industry by the 
demonetization of silver has made him 
all the more determined to restore the 
double standard demanded by the plat- 
form which is the law of the present 
administration. F 
We do not believe that this defense of 
Mr. Carlisle is necessary, but it will in- 
terest our readers to have this brief 
summary of his record, and they will 
agree with us that this able and consist- 
ent advocate of the bimetallic standard 
of our fathers is the right man in the 
right place. Mr. Henderson and other 
republican plutocrats may write as 
many letters as they please. They will 
get no endorsement from the secretary. 
If his position is questioned he will sim- 
ply point to his record for twenty years, 
his great speech for free silver in 1878, 
his votes in congress, and the democratic 
platform on which he stands.

Why Bimetallism? 
From The Americus Times-Recorder. 
Now that the purpose of the administration 


| to put the country upon a gold basis is clearly 


shown, the questions naturally arise, why not 
laccept monometallism, and why can't we get 
along without sliver altogether? If the de- 
monetization of silver by foreign nations and 
the large production by this country have re- 
duced. it almost to a base metal, why not 
adopt the goldbug doctrine and come down to 
the single gold standard? 

The reason is very simple; there isn't one- 
half enough gold produced, or likely to be, to 
form a basis for the redemption of the paper 
money needed to carry on the business of the 
country. : 

It is the ability of the government to re- 
deem its paper in coin that preserves the 
credit of the bilis and keeps them circulating; 
and the day that a quantity of coin becomes 
so reduced that redemption is stopped, or 
even brought into question, that very day 
coin goes to a premium, or rather paper goes 
below par, and a panic is imminent. 

With gold alone as a basis for redemption, 
the. quantity is so small that to avoid the 
danger of suspension of specie payment the 
volume of currency must be correspondingly 
reduced, and this will likewise create a pantie, 
by reason of undue contraction. 

Tt will take all the gold and silver both that 
the government can nossibly coin to keep up 
a sufficient supply of specie to form a broad 
enough basis to maintain at par the necessary 
volume of paper money to transact the busi- 
ness of the country: and to withdraw silver 
from our coin reserve means elther that the 
remaining gold must go to a preminm, or the 
volume of currency based on coin be reduced 
correspondingly. Either one means conges- 
tion, stringency, hard times and panic; and 
the only safety of the country lies in increas- 
ing the specie reserve by coining every avail- 
able ounce of gold and silver into dollars of 
equal value and increasing the volume of the 
currency to correspond. The more gold and 
silver coin there is, the more paper money 
can be safely issued, the easier money will 
become, and the lower the rate of interest 
will fall, and the more prosperous business 
will grow. 

The reverse of this metho@—the one we 
have had ever since the Sherman law was 
enacted in 1890—brings on hard times and 
failures—in short, just the present condition 
of affairs. The quantity of coin has heen 
steadily decreasing, while the paper has been 
increased to meet the necessities of business. 
until now the gap is beginning to-get so wide 
as to threaten to put gold to a premium, 
éspecially with silver demonetized. 

The remedy is the coinage of both gold and 
silver on a parity with each other and in un. 
limited quantities.

It is likely, however, that Buck 
O’Shields, as soon as he gained his liberty 
last Monday night, made for the woods. 
he experience of Redwine was sufficient 
to teach him that safety was not to be 
found in the city and his only salvation lay 
in the forest.

During the holi- 
days here the Liverpoo! market declined 3-61@4-64d and 
opened this morning at the lowest quotations recorded, 
but from this point a rally set in, under purchases for 
American account, and the market closed very steady 
with a better tone at an advance of 2-6id from the open- 
ing this morning. Notwithstanding the uncertainty 
felt in financial and commercial circles the cotton 
market resolutely refuses to decline, basing its strength 
upon the belief above noted, and upon the conviction 
that the business in Manchester will continue to exceed 
that of last season for many months to come. It is this 
conviction gradually gaining ground that sustains 
prices in this market, and merchants are not disposed 
to anticipateany further break in values unless the 
pressure of holeers in Liverpool becomes greater than 
the enxiety ofspinners to secure their necessary sup- 
plies. Locally the market opened with sellers for Liv- 
erpoo!l account at 56@6 points decline from Monday’s 
quotations, but this decline has been entirely recover- 
ed, and the market is steady witha better undertone 
than of late. The pressure of cotton for southern ac- 
count is noticeably less, and it is a feature of the situ- 
ation that the market responds quickly to any favor- 
able advices and fails to break upon the receipt of un- 
favorable news.

CHICAGO, July 5.—There was nothing in 
the news this morning to assist in. holding up 
grain prices. On the contrary, nearly every 
item of Lews served to assist a decline. Ca- 
bles were easier, crop reports were favorable 
in nearly all cases and the weather has been all 
that could be dgsired since Saturday. The de- 
crease in the passage of wheat of 776,000 
bushels, as reported Monday, was not enough 
Wheat acted heavy from the 
start. Then came the visible supply figures 
only 765,000 bushels decrease. which was a 
great surprise to holders. as they had looked 
for from two to four millions decrease, and 
on this September declined to 68 7-8. which 
was 1 5-8 decline from Saturdav’s close. 

The spread between July and September has 
materially lessened, which is but natural, as 
cash wheat is not now well held by carriers, 
and today will close about all open July 
coutracts. Shipments for the week from Bal- 
tic and India ports, reported at 1,082,000 
against 5,300,000 the previous week, had no 
sustaining effect on prices, as the figures are 
most likely incorrect. 

The close shows no rally and seems very 
weak, but prices are so low that an advance 
might start at any moment. 

Corn has shown weakness, but not so weak 
as many expected from the fine crop pros- 
pects, and it really acts stubborn. Car lot 
receipts for the three holidays were not 80 
large as expected, which acted a little in favor 
of its stubborn position. The cash demand 
holds good and there appears to be plenty here 
and to come to supply the demand 

Oats show very little change. being slightly 
easier in sympathy with wheat. and corn, 
hogs and hog products are higher. even with 
very liberal receipts since our last market 
day. Cash meats and lard are in good de- 
mand.

Then the Edgewood avenue 
line connects it with Inman park at one end 
und Whitehall street at the other. Those 
living in the uorthern part of the city can 
reach the grounds by only one transfer of 


cars. 

jn addition to this the Houston street line 
is removed from the grounds by only two 
blecks and the litthe short Wheat street line 
by only one block. There is not another va- 
cant lot in the e¢ity so happily situated and 
the property by all means should be pur.

THE LEAGUE HAS A NEW PRESIDENT, 


—_—_—_—a—— 


Who Will Take Charge at Once—The New 
Season jBegins Today—National 
League Games, 


The Southern League has 4 new president 
this morning. 

Mr. J. B. Nicklin, of Chattanooga, was 
elected to that position By the league mem- 
bers last night, and will assume control of 
the work this morning. 

And Augusta will fly the pennant for the 
first season of the league in 1893. 

Both of these points were decided by the 
league meeting at the Kimball last night, 
and both were. at once given out to the 
press by Mr. ©. C. Hart, who has been the 
chief executive of tie leagu2 since the sea- 
son opened last April. 

This morning Mr. Hart will surrender to 
Mr. Nicklim all the books, papers, accounts 
and money belonging to the league, and 
when the games start tomorrow mornirg 
the headquarters of the league will be 
found in Chattanooga. 

The league meeting was to have taken 
place yesterday morning at the Kimball, 
and when the hour for the meet- 
ing rolled cround President § MJart 
was on hand with his books and 
papers ready % turn ten’ over to any 
one the weeting might elect as his successor. 
But there were rapresentatives from too 
few cities in the league to authorize the 
meeting and it was postponed until 7 o’clock 
in the evening and telegrams were seut out 
to the owners of the various clubs asking 
them to be present or to have representa- 
tion on hand at that hour. 

When the hour arrived Atlanta was pres- 
ent through Mr. R. C. Bosche, New Orleans 
through Charles Genslinger, Augusta 
through Mr. Stallings, Chaftanooga through 
Mr. Gus Schmelz, 
through proxies sent in. Mr. Hart as pres- 
ident of the league was in the chair to act 
until bis successor bad been chosen and 
qualified. 

At the meeting of the league in Augusta 
last week a committee consisting of Chat- 
tanooga, Augusta and Birmingham was ap- 
pointed to present the name of a candidate 
for the place. Soon after President Hart 
called the meeting to order last night those 
present handed in their credentials and 
gave up the proxies they had. receiv- 
ed during the afternoon from the cities that 
couldn’t be present. 

For the presidency, Atlanta nominated J. 
B. Nicklin, and this nomination was sec- 
onded by New Orleans. The committee 
then gave its official sanction to Mr. Nick- 
lin and he was practically elected unani- 
mously, though as a matter of form a vote 
of the league will be taken by wire. 

Mr. Hart sent out the telegrams Inst night 
and before midnight enough replies were 
received to warrant the declaration that 
Mr. Nicklin was elected, 

Augusta Wiuas by a Neck. 

‘After the election of the presidency had 
been disposed of, the Augusta-Charleston 
dispute came up. 

Mr. Stallings of the Augusta club was 
present and stated that his club had¢won 
the championship and demanded the flag. 
Before the controversy could be injected by 
the claims Charleston had made Tuesday, 
telegrams were received announcing that it 
had rained in Augusta, and that the game 
could not be played. The committee hav- 
ing the matter in hand afterja careful in- 
vestigation of the situation decided that 
the pennant for the first half of the seaspnu 
should go to Augusta. 

All of the books, papers and moneys be- 
longing to the league will be surrendered 
to President Nicklin today, and then Mr. 
Hart will retire from the baseball arena 
of the Southern League for the present at 
least. No baseball organization has ever 
bad a better or more zealous officer than 
the Southern League has had in Mr. Hart. 
He is one of the best posted baseball men 
in the country, and is thoroughly up in the 
work. He is careful, competent and honest 
and his administration of the affairs of 
the league has been such as to reflect 
credit upon him. No word of complaint can 
be brought against him and had not his 
health given way he would have remained 
at the head of the organization as long as 
he desired. 

President Nicklin, Mr. Hart's suecegssor, 
is one of the most promising young business 
men of the south. .For years he has been 
connected with one of the leading banks 
of Chattanooga, and among the business men 
of Tennessee no one stands higher than Mr. 
Nicklin. He is a thorough financier and 
wil] take hold of the work in the best shape.

THEY WILL TAKE AN EXCURSION. 


Secretary Barker Deserves a Great Deal 
of Credit 'or His Work—A Free 
Trip to Chicago. 


The weekly press association bobs up 
serenely despite the depressing weather 
of the past few days, and the announce- 
ment is made that the regular meeting 
will occur at Brunswick.
